WAS taken from Pozieres to Albert 
In a Ford ambulance or, as the 
Tommies would say, a "tin Lizzie." 


The man who drove thi» rehicle would 
make a good chauffeur for an adding 
mncbiue. Apparently he was counting 
tbe bump* In the road, for he didn't 
mis» one of them. . However, the trip 
was only a matter of seven miles, and 
i was in fair condition when they lifted 
me out and carried me to an operating 
table In the field dressing station. 


A chaplain came along and murmur- 


ed a little prayer in my ear. I Imagine 
that would liave made a man feel rery 
solemn it he Jbad thought there was a 
chance he •was about to pass out. but 
I knew I merely had a leg- pretty badly 
smashed up. and while tbe chaplain 
was praying I was wondering If they 
would have to cut it off. I figured, if 
to. tbia would handicap my dancing. 


The first formality In a shrapnel case 


Is the administration of an anti-tetanus 
Innoctilatlon, and when It is done you 
realize that they are sure trying to 
save your lif*. The doctor uses a horse 
syringe, and the Injection leaves a 
lump on your chest as biR as a base- 
ball, which stays -with you for forty- 
eight hours. 
After the Injection a 


nurse fills out a diagnosis blank with 
a description of your wounds and * 
record of your name, age, regiment, 
reifinjental number, religion, parentage 
and previous history ns far as she can 
discorer it without asking questions 
which -would be positively indelicate, 
After all of that my Tvotinds were giv- 
en their first real dressing 


Immediately after this was done I [ 


was bundled Into another amculance 
and driven to Contay. ivbere the C. C. 
S. (casualty clearing station) and rail 
head vrpre locnted. In the ambulance 
with roe were three other «oltllers, an 
artillery officer and two privates of In- 
fantry. 
We were all ticketed off as 


shrapnel cases and probable recoveries, 
which latter detail Is remarkable, since 
the most slightly Injured of the four 
Jb«d twelve wounds, and there were 
sixty odd shell fragments or shrapnel 
balls r-ollecthely imbedded In us. The 
nurse had told mo that I had about 
twenty wounds. Afterward her count 
proved conservative 
More accurate 


and later returns showed tweuty-two 
bullets and shell fragments were In 
my leg. They took these out and pre- 
sented them to me, I have been giv- 
ing them itwny for souvenirs. 


We were fairly comfortable In the 


ambulance, and I especially had great 
relief from the fart tliut the nurse had 
strapped my log In n slinp attached to 
trfe top o( the vehicle. 
We smoked 


cigarettes and chattetl cheerfully, ex- 
changing congratulations on having 
got "clean ones"—that Is, wounds not 
probably fatal. 
The artillery officer 


told me he had been supporting our 
battalion that morning witii one uf the 
''sacrifice batteries." 


A sacrifice battery, I might explain 


Is one composed of field piece* which 
are emplaced between the front and 
support Hues and whi<-h In case of an 
attack or counterattack are fired at 
point Wank range. 
They call them 


sacrifice batteries because some of 
them are wiped out every day. This 
•fflcer said our battalion that morning 
had been supported by nn entire divi- 
sion of artillery and that on our front 
of 400 yards the eighteen pounders 
alone, lii a ourtniu fire which lasted 
thirty-two muiutes. 
hud discharged 


JJt.OOO rounds of high explosive shells. 


1 was impressed by his statement, of 


course, but I told him that, while this 


an astonishin.t; lot of ammunition. 


It was even more surprising to have 
noticed at close range. »s I did, the 
number of. (•Jetmans they misled. To- 
ward the eud of our trip to Contay we 
were much exhausted and pretly badly 
shaken up. 
AVe were beginning also 


to realize we were by no means out of 
the woods surgically. O'lr wounds hnd 
merely been dressed. Each of us faced 
an extensive and serious operation 
We arrived at Contay silent and pretty 
tiadly depressed. 
For 
twenty-four

Germans Bomb Hospital Train. 
Right here I would like to tell a lit- 


tle story about a hospital train leaving 
Contay for Rouen—not the one we 
were on. bnt one which hnd left a few 
days before 
The train, when It was 


ju«t ready ?o depart with a full quota 
of wounded men, was attacked by 
German aeroplanes from which bombs 
weie dropped upon It'. There is noth- 
ing r.ppnrontly that make* the (xer- 
nians so fearless mod ferocious as fh<> 
Bed Cross emblem. On th« top of each 
of the cars in this train there was « 
Red Cross big enongh to be seen from 
miles In th* air. The German aviators 
accepted them merely as excellent t»v- 
Sots. Their bombs quickly knocked 
three or foor curs from the rails and 
killed several of the helplessly wound- 
ed men The r<>«t of the patients, weak 


and down Its length, urging the pa 
tlents to remain quiet, directing tbe 
male attendants how to remove the 
wounded men safely from the wreckec 
cars and paying no attention whatever 
to the bombs which were still explod 
ing near tlie train. I did not have to* 
privilege' of witnessing this scene my- 
self. but I know that I have a<*curat»- 
)y described It, for the detail* were 
told in au official report when the king 
decorated the two sisters with the Roy- 
al Bed Cross for valor in the face of 
the enemy. 


The trip from Contay to Rouen wa» 


a ofcbtmare — twenty-six hours travel- 
ing !l50 miles on a train which wa* 
forever stopping and starting. its jerky 
and uncertain progress meaning to us 
just hour* and hours of suffering. I do 
not know whether this part of the aye- 
tern for the removal of wounded has 
been Improved now. Then, its Incon- 
veniences and imperfections must have

been inevitable, for in every way after- 
ward the> most thoughtful and tender 
care was shown us. In the long rows 
of huts which compose the British gen- 
eral hospital at Houen we found our- 
selves in what seemed like paradise. 


In the hnt which constituted the spe- 


cial ward for leg wounds I was lifted 
from the stretcher on which I had trar- 
eled all the way from Poizers into a 
comfortable bed Trtth fresh, 
clean 


sheets, and ln«t»nt!y I found myself 
surrounded with quiet, trained, effi- 
cient care. I forgot the pain of my 
wounds and the dread of the coming 
operation when a tray of delicious food 
was p'aced beside my bed and a. nurse 
prepared me for the enjoyment of It 
by batning my face and hands With 
scented water. 
- 


On the following morning my leg 


was X ntyed and photographed. I told 
the surgeon I thought the business pt 
operating could very well be put off 
until- I had had nbout three more 
square meals, but he couldn't see it 
that way. In the afternoon I got my 
first sickening Sose or ether, and they 
took the first lot of^ron o"t of men I 
suppose these were just the surface 
deposits, for they only got five or six 
pieces. However, they continued sys- 
tematically. 
I had five more opera- 


tions, and every time I came out of 
(he ether the row of bullets and shell 
scraps at the foot of iny bed was a 
little longer. 
After the number liad 


reached twenty-two they told me that 
perhaps there were a few more In 
there, but they thought they'd better 
let them stay. 


My wounds had become septic, and it 


was necessary to plve all attention to 
drainage and cure. It was about this 
time that everything for awhile seem- 
ed to become huzy and my memories 
got all queerly mixed up and confused. 
I recollect I conceived a violent dia- 
'Ike for n black dog that appeared 
from nowhere now and then and be- 
gan chewing at my leg, and I believe 
I gave the nurse a severe talldng to 
because she insisted on going to look 
on at the ball game when she ought to 
be sitting by to chase that dog away. 
And I was perfectly certain about her 
being at tbe bnll game, because I saw 
her there when. I

message had gone. I cabled 
him until I was feeling fairly dripper 
•gala. Yon can't bare wan, though, 
without these little misunderstandings. 


If it were possible I should say some- 


thing here which would be fitting and 
adequate about tbe Englishwomen 
who nursed the 2.300 wounded taea in 
general hospital Xo. 5 at Bouen, but 
that power isn't given m«- All I can 
do is to fall back upon our most pro- 
found American expression of respect 
and aay that my bat i* off to them. 
One nurse In the ward In which I lay 
had been on her feet for flfty-»is hours, 
with hardly time even to eat. She 
finally fainted from exhaustion, was 
carried oat of tb« ward and w»» buck 
again in four hour*, auUtlnr at an 
operation. And th« doctors were do- 
ing their bit, too, ift living up to th>> 
obligation* which they considered to 
be tbeirf. As operating room waa in 
every ward, with five tables In each. 
After tb* fight on tbe Somma, In which 
I waa wounded, not a table was va- 
cant any boar in tbe twenty-four for 
days at a tine. Outside of eacb room 
was a lour line of stretchers contain- 
ing p*fleets next awaiting »urglcal at- 
tention. And in all that stress I did 
not near one word of complaint from 
toe surgeons who stood hour after 
boor, using their skill and training for 
tbe petty pay of English army medical 
offlctrs. 


On Dec, S I was told I was well 


enough to be sent to England, and on 
tbe next day I went on a hospital train 
from Bouen. to Havre. Here I was 
placed on a hospital snip which every 
medical officer In oar army ought to 
have a cbance to inspect. Nothing in- 
genuity could contrive for convenience 
and comfort was missing. 
Patients 


were sent below decks In elevators 
and then placed in swinging cradles 
which hong le*cl no matter what the 
ship's motion ml^bt be. As soon as 
I had been made comfortable in my 
particular cradle I was given a box 
which bad engraved upon it: "Present- 
ed wltb tho compliments of tbe Union 
Castle line. May yon hare a speedy 
and good recovery." The box contain- 
ed cigarettes, tobacco and a pipe. 


When the ship docked at Southamp- 


ton, afte. a run of eight bours across 
channel, each patient was asked •what 
part of the British Isles be would like 
to be taken to for the period of his 
convalescence. I requested to be tak- 
en to London, "where, I thought, there 
was tbe best chance of my seeing 
Americans who might know me. Say, 


sure made a good guess! I didn t 


know many American*, but I didn't 
need to know them. They found me 
and made themselves acquainted. They 
brought things, and then they went 
out to get more they bad forgotten to 
bring the first trip. The second day. 
after I bad been installed on a cot in 
the King George hospital. In London. 
I sent 1.500 cigarettes back to the boys 
of our battalion In France out of my

MORE NEWS FROM COMPANY G 


Kouud or Lite iu Cunip'-at Van Cort 


laud Park—Fine Company (Showing 
In Parade—Welcome Visitors from 
Home. 
Van (,'ortland park. New York city 


Sept. 5.—The big send-off parade has 
passed into history and so far as the 
men in Company G, Oneoma's repre 
sentats\es-to-be in the titanic struggle 
across the Atlantic, the mission of thei 
presence in the metropolis ended 
Their thoughts are now of their de- 
parture or rather their anticipations 
are of what is to follow the breakJns 
of camp here. Contrary to usual camp 
life, the men speculate very little on 
coming events and rumors have slump- 
ed to a negligible quantity. 


With the exception of minor ail- 


ments,'little complaints that are com- 
mon to all in every day life, the boys 
are feeling fine and are in high spirits 
The open life in Van Cortland park 
has given them a color that bespeaks 
the life of a regular and they have 
hardened and seasoned in the two 
Weeks in camp far beyond the imagi- 
nations of folks at home, no doubt 
Altogether they are as robust and 
healthy a looking: lot of men as could 
be gotten together from all walks of 
life. 


The parade, of which no better ac- 


count can be given than those contain- 
ed in the Xew York papers, had little 
lure for the boys from old Otsego 
Their introduction to the metropolis 
waa made en route by march from the 
ferry dock in West Forty-second street 
to Van Courtland park and since pa- 
rades so far as participation in them 
is concerned, have lost their charm 
Signal honors fell on Company G in 
one sense at least. Private Ralph Cole 
having been selected to carry the ban- 
ner indicating the First regiment's 
place in the line of march. 


From Two Hundred Forty-second 


street to One Hundred Tenth street the 
men were carried in special trains of 
the Interborough Rapid Transit system 
and on the return to camp boarded 
subway trains at the Fourteenth street 
station.

Considerable applause was accorded 


Company G and frequently from the 
depths of humanity crowded on the 
sidewalks someone would shout "One- 
onta." or call out the name of some 
man in ranks whose face was familiar 
to them. 
If such salutations were 


ignored it was wholly in keeping with 
military discipline and not an effort 
on the part of the individual for whom 
they were intended to disregard them 
From the reviewing stand at the Union 
League club, the familiar voice of 
Mayor Ceperley was heard and Al 
Harvourd got permission from one cf 
the policemen keeping the line of 
inarch open for the troops, to enter 
the street and snap a picture of the 
Oneonta boys. 


Delays proved the greatest hard- 


ship to the boys. 
Standing at ease 


or marking time at frequent intervals 
afforded iittle relief. Host only came 
after the return to camp. Cigarettes, 
gum and fruit were showered on the 
boys and what of these favors the 
officers considered lit, were thoroughly 
enjoyed. Girls on the curb line sought 
to break the military dignity of the 
marchers with expressions and implor. 
ings that intended to bring smHes in 
return. 


The night before the boys had en- 


joyed a turkey dinner furnished by 
the city of Xew York. 
There was 


turkey aplenty, cantaloupes, potatoes, 
bread and butter, a bottle of White 
Hock water for each man, ice cream, 
fancy cracker? after dinner mints and 
cigars and cigarettes. It was a great 
undertaking and was heartily welcom- 
ed by everyone. After the dinner stage 
favorites entertained the hoys for an 
hour or more in rear of the Seventy- 
first regiment's camp. 


Visitors from home were many dur- 


ing the week and while each one had 
his or her circle of friends yet the 
sight of familiar f<tces in the street 
seemed to cheer everyone. Mayor Cep- 
erley and L. C. Millarrl messed with 
the officers of Company G Friday noon. 
Several of the boys of the Field Bak- 
ery company who came from Peeks- 
•ull to Xew York to witness the parade, 
pairl a visit to the camp of the First 
regiment as also did some of the mem- 
liers of the Depot unit now stationed 
at Croton lake.

Lieutenant Burke. 117th Betrlmeot, 17. 


S. A., Making Tour Between Albany 
and Otego of 63 Colored Men Guard- 
ins Bridges; Four Sent to Fort 
Slocum. 
First Lieutenant E. B. Burke, One 


Hundred Seventeenth Infantry regi- 
ment, V. S. A., formerly the Fifteenth 
New York National Guard, wa» in 
Oneonta yesterday on a trip of inspec. 
tion of th* colored troops stationed be- 
tween Albany and Otego. 


There are 63 colored troopers in this 


section guarding; railroad and other 
semi-public property. 
The lieutenant 


said that they are performing their 
duties very satisfactorily both to their 
superiors and to th« people in the 
nearby countryside and villages. 
Pe- 


culiarly enough, according to the lieu- 
tenant, these swarthy guardians find 
more pleasure in stickinr to their posts 
than in journeying to the surrounding 
towns. They occupy their spare time 
hunting, fishing, boating and swim- 
ming. 


Lieutenant Burke, though a national 


guard 
officer, 
secured his military 


training as a regular in the coast ar- 
tiliery. He finished his term of serv- 
ice before the war broke out, but when 
congress declared a state of hostility 
existed between thia nation and Ger- 
many, he took an examination, secured 
a first lieutenancy and was assigned to 
the Fifteenth regiment, the only regi- 
ment composed entirety of colored men 
in New York state.

Slocum this morning to begin their 
training for democracy's battle.

The StaU of We»t»ylvania. 


The "proriiirp aud govern men t o' 


Westsylvanin" was a proposal made by 
the settlers in the southwest of Peuu 
sylvanla and the adjacent territory for 
the creation of a new state. It origi- 
nated in connection with the troubles 
between Virginia and Pennsylvania, 
and the fccbeme was brought forward 
early tn July, 1776. A description of 
the proposed government defines the 
bounds as "beginning "t the eastern 
branch of the Ohio opposite the mouth 
of tbe Scioto and runninjr thence in :i 
direct line to the Owaaioro pass, thence 
to the top of tlie Allegheny mountain*, 
thence with, the top of the said moun- 
tains to the northern limits'of the pur- 
e-base made from the Indians in 37RS ac 
the treaty of Fort Stanwix, thence 
with the said limits to the Allegheny or 
Oiio river and then down the said 
river as purchased from tbe said In- 
dians at the aforesaid treaty of Fort 
Stanwix at the beginning-" A call for 
& convention to organize tbe govern- 
ment was issued, but H memorial of 
the Virginia committee of West Au- 
gusta county to the lower house of a<*- 
sembly led lo the abandonment of the 
plan.—Philadelphia Press.
